Keeping At It In Hopkins. 

The Hopkins County Good 
Roads Association has been in ex- 
istence only a short time, but it 
has not been idle, ft has beer 
working in co-operation with the 
County Fiscal Court and has been 
• "Meeting information from va- 
rious sources as to road improve- 
ment methods. Also it has gath- 
ered data as to the cost of roads, 
the quantity of road-building ma- 
terial in the ^county, the money 
expended for roads in the past 
and other matters germane to the 
subject. 

The association secured an ap- 
propriation trom the Fiscal Court 
recently to bring D. Ward King, 
the split-log drag expert, to Mad- 
isonville to give a free lecture and 
a demonstration of the merits of 
the drag. As a consequence of 
Mr. King's visit twenty-two farm- 
ers in the county have agreed to 
build drags and give them a fair 
trial. The citizens of Madison- 



— 1 ; 
ville hare raised a fund to ba off 
ered in premiums for the best 
roads made with the drag: $60 for 
the best mile within seven milea 
of Madiaonville; $25 for the sec- 
ond best; $25 for the best one half 
mile on any rural road leading out 
of Madisonville, and $15 for the 
second best. 

The interest that has been crea- 
ted is indicative of some substan- 
tial results in highway improve- 
ment in Hopkins county in the 
not far distant future. The Good 
Roads Association needs only to 
Keep up the good work it has been 
doing and to keep up the agitation 
for better highway conditions. 
Some of these days the association 
will succeed in building some real 
roads, such as may be traveled 
without fear of the loss of life or 
limb. When that is done the peo- 
ple of Hopkins county will wonder 
why they did not wake up sooner. 
—Courier Journal.
